Reasons For Allowance 
The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: 

While the closest prior art of record teaches a method of forming a heat stable 
composition that comprises a minor amount of boric acid, the prior art does not recognize the 
significance of a method for preventing the increase of temperatures in heat sensitive devices 
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using boric acid. In particular, the prior art of record fails to teach a method for preventing the 
increase of temperatures in heat sensitive devices through the absorption of heat during heat 
generating conditions comprises the steps of providing an amount of boric acid sufficient to 
effect the required heat. Further, the prior art fails to teach supporting the boric acid in a position 
between the heat sensitive device and a heat generator, or directly/indirectly contacting the boric 
acid to the heat sensitive device in order to absorb the heat sensitive device's self generating heat.
